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A Fly's Mouth. 

No part of fly stnicturo is nioro won- 
Uorful than the mouth. Watch n com- 
mon fly alight on a piece of sugar. From 
the under surface of the head, ajjpnr- 
ently, is unfolded a long organ looking 
very like au additional log; and with 
this the fly scrapes the sugar, licks uji 
the cream, spolintea the jam, and efloctH 
destruction in other and varied wiiys. 
To understand what the organ in (juoh- 
tie)n is, let us brietlj' ghiiice at the typical 
structure of the insect moutli. Fotu 
sets oi organs or appendages compose the 
"mouth." There i.stirstnn upper hp, then 
u pair of largo jaws, thou a pair of le.sstT 
jiiwa— forming u tube or touguo in but- 
terflies — and, lust of all, a lower lij). In 
a lieetle the chief mouth organs are the 
•;roator and lesser jaws, while iu a hi-f 
iir waap the jaws ai'o also well ilevelopt'il 
l(a' the work 6f the hive, but the iimlt'i 
lip forms a " tongue " wherowitli the bee 
Bueks up honey from the flowers. Now 
m the lly the mouth porta ai-e of modi- 
tifd nature. Speakiig geaernlly, tlu> 
■' jows " are represented by small briath - 
like organs, and the ujiper lip is devel- 
oped ; but it is the labium, or under lip, 
wiucli comes to the front in the develop- 
ment of the lly's montli. Here it forms, 
lus in the bees, tlio chief organ of nutri- 
liou. It is the under lip which we sc(' 
unfuldi d from -beneath the hetul when 
the fly attacks the sugar. And, when we 
place lliis organ beneath the miscro- 
Hcope, we can roailily discover the secret 
of it.s service. 

The "tongue," as we may tenn tlie 
under hp, consists of a stalk highly 
movable and musculiu', at the end ot 
which a couple of broa i leaves expand 
outward from the middle to form a 
aucker-liko organ, beautifully adapted 
for liokitig up fluids and for scrntchiiig 
sohd matters also. This fan-like end i.- 
Bupported on a lirm tubular frame- woi I;, 
acting as a set of springs to open am: 
shut the fans, while the microscnj' 
shows us that this structui'e is reall\ 
like a file or rasp in its nature. We cali 
understand, then, readily enough how 
Hueh u muscular organ cob be used for 
the purposes of fly nourishment. Wlien, 
alter u summer of fhoa, the moruci'n 
covers ot our books and the finely-pol- 
ished surfaces o£ our furniture arc 
sciatched and eroded, wo can rendilv 
appreciate the cause of the damage. 
With this file it wages war even on oai-- 
8i<lveB. For, oa a famous authority ou 
iiihocts remarks, it is by its means tliat 
the Hy ."teases us in the he-.it oi h\nii- 
iinr, when it alights ou the hand or In.-.- 
to sijj the perspiration as it exuden fruui 
and ia condensed upon the skin."— 
Harper's Weekly. 



The Howling of ii Dosj. 
To hear a dog howl in the night has 
been regarded of old with tliosanie dis- 
like as Ln modern times, ami unsi-.s 
from the belief that the dog can her- 
things which ai-e not visible to other 
eyes. In the "Odyssey-," when tlir 
dogs knew Athene, thoy "fled to tlie 
HtiUls' far side," and the d(jgs of the 
North were conscious " wenn Hel 
umgeht." Rabbi Bechai, in lus "Kxpo- 
sition of the Five Books of Moses," 
says: "Our Rabbins of blessed uiom- 
oiy have said when the dogs howl then 
Cometh the angel of death into the city ; 
but when the dogs are at play then 
. cometh lUias into the city;" and iji tin 
exposition of another Rabbi: "Chu 
Rabbins of blessed memory have Haul, 
when tlie angel, of death enters intcj a 
city the doga do howl. And I have 
oeen. it witten by one of tlie diriciples 
of Babbi Jehudo tlio Just, that upim a 
time a dog did howl, and clapt his tail 
between his legs., and went aside for fear 
of the angel of death, and somebody 
coming and kicking the dog to the place 
from which ho had fled, the dog pros- 
ently died." (ierman ])eusunts lielieve 
that if a dog barks looking uiiwaid a 
recovery may be expected, but if he 
looka toward the eartli death is certain. 
In Ckimwall the howling of a dog i.^ 
always a sad sign, but "if repeated for 
three nights, the hou.so against which it 
howled will soon be in mourning." In 
Lancashire, where the death-tick is still 
feared, it is reported as " u curious cir- 
cumstance " that the real death-tick 
must only tick three times on each oc- 
casion. When we remember tliat Mr. 
Darwin says that death-ticks {Anobim 
tessellatian) are knowii to answer to 
<'ach other'.s tic'idng, cr, as he ha.s [jer- 
fionally observed, a tapjiiiig noise arti- 
ficially made, it is evident that if a Lan- 
cashire maid is disturbed by the three 
droax:! ticks, she should wait for an.swer- 
ing ticks, or stimulate them by an ortiti- 
cial tick, before allowing her supersti- 
tious fears to get the better of her rea- 
son. — Belgravia. 



Bread Making in Spain. 
Tho bread ui the South of Spain ia da- 
lieiouB ; it is white as snow, close oa 
cake, and yet very light ; the flour is 
most ndmirublo, for the wheat is good 
and pure, and tho bread well kneaded. 
The way they make tliis bread is as fol- 
lows : 1 rom large, long panniers ftUod 
with wlieat they take out a handful at a 
tuno, sorting it most carefully and ex- 
peditiously, and throwing every imper- 
fect grain into another basket. This 
done, tho wheat is ground between two 
circular stones, as it was ground in 
Egyjit 2,000 years ago, the requisite ro- 
tary motion being given by a blindfolded 
mule, which paces around and around 
with untiring patience, a bell being at- 
tached to Ilia neok, which, as long aa he 
is in movement, tinkles on ; and when it 
stops he is urged on to his duty bj' the 
shout of "arra mula" from some one 
within hearing. When ground, the 
wheat is silted tliiuugii three .sieves, the 
last of lhe.se being so lino that only the 
pure lloiu- eiui piv.ss tlu-oiigli it , tiiis is 
of a pure apricot color. The bread is 
made iu the evening. It is mixed with 
sufllcieat water, with a little salt in it, to 
make into dough. .\. very small cpmu- 
tity of leu Veil or yeast in one batidi of 
hou.sehoKi bread, as in Spain, woiddlast 
u week for the si.v or eight donkey loads 
of bread they send evory day from their 
oven. The dough made, it is put into 
sacks and carried on donkeys' backs to 
the oven in liie ci nti-r of thevdlngc, to 
bake it iiunieil i.i i ■ ',\ .vlter kneading. On 
arriving there liu dough is divided into 
jiortions \vci;;hii!g about three poniuls 
each. Two loiii;, narrow, wooden tahles 
on trestles are ihen phice.l down the 
room, and a eunous M;,dit may be seen. 
About twenty men, bakers, come in and 
range themselves Lin o\iu side of the 
table. A Innip uf dough is banded to 
the nearest, wiiich ho begins kneading 
and kuockuig about witli uU his might 
for about three or four miuuti's, and 
then pii.sses It on to lus neighbor, who 
doo.s the same, and so on siiccesMvely 
until all have kneaded it, when it be- 
comes soft as new putty .and ready for 
the oven. Of course, as soon as the 
first baker has handed tho lump to his 
neighbor, another lump ia given to him, 
and so on until the wiioio quantity of 
dongh is kneaded by them all. The 
bakers' wives and daughters shape tho 
loaves for tho oven, and somo of them 
are very small. Tliey are baked imme- 
diately. 

Moisture iu the House. 
In all tho dwelling rooms of a house, 
says a writer, winter brings increased 
use with less ventilation. Consequent- 
ly, little defect.s of clei'.nlinegs that quite 
take euro of tliemselves in the summer 
may cause much trouble Ln winter. Ty- 
phoid fever is more of a winter than a 
BUmnier disease. Most of tho epidemics 
alTecting the skin are more apt to pre- 
vail in the winter or early spruig. Then- 
relationship to confined dwellmgs and 
to tho aggregations both of persons and 
things during tho cold months is no 
longer doubted. Whether filth will or- 
iginate this or that disease v/ill long be 
a question of doubtful disimtation ; but 
that filth is the nestling iihice of disease 
and chiefly gives it cxieiision and viru- 
' lonce IS no longer douljled. KLime of 
■ our physicians are now turning close at- 
I tention to ipiestious of winter salubrity. 
I It is claimed that much of the value of 
Florida iu the winter is owing to a cli- 
mate which permits one to he much in 
open houses. To those at fdl disposed 
either to pulmonary or b'.Mnelual ail- 
ments our mod("H of heating and of 
wuter ventilation are very emliarrassuig. 
Carbonic acid mingh's too much with 
the other gases given out from eii;il, and 
produces irritation of the brealliiug ap- 
paratus. The dry heat parches the 
skin, and so embarrasses tlie functions 
of interior organs. The value of tho 
bath is aa great iu winter as in summer. 
Indeed, in city life it seems almost in- 
dispeusftble as a means of overcoming 
tho undue dryness and restoring thu 
proper temiieraturo through tho skin. 
In the last few years tJiere has been 
much discussion as to the need of moist- 
ure, as provided iu the furnace or on 
stoves. The only certain way is to test 
the amoimt of actual moisturo in the 
room atmosphere. It is hardly possible 
to provide so much moisture in this way 
as to get tlioso effects which we got in 
summer from excessive moisturo in the 
ntmosphore. Often stoves are surmount- 
ed witn urns so bright that the water ia 
scarcely at all evaporated by the heat. 
We are satisfied, after a careful looking 
over the evidence, that wo should gen- 
erally in winter have some artilicial 
plan for adding moisture to the Iuhiho 
atmosphere. The gri^at problem of how 
to have warm and iu<ji.st air, and get 
pure air where persons are living close- 
ly, still has mauy unfulfilled conditions.

"'tfyT't'FrofiJ skepticism to ut.certainty, 
and from uncertainty to reality is often 
but a step. A few days ago everyone 
hereabouts doubted tho existence of 
goldbeariug quartz in the .30-mile coast 
belt. Experts from California who 

- passed the winter at tho new locality 
brought back any but favorable intel- 
ligence. Tbey found the lodes buriod 
^0 feet beneath snow drifts. The ie.w 
specimens they were able to .socuri; 
were neither rich nor proniisin<.,' in ap- 
pearance. But a few warm d.ivs and 
aights.ia Juno Lave changed the Mc na. 
The snow is gone,the veins are bare, pros- 
Specting is possible and specimt-n.s of 
rock with free gold plainly visibli' are 
readily obtained. With the rude.st ap 
pliances gold in quantities that will ])ay 
well for working has been poun<led 
from tbo rock, and sacksful of tho ore 
are now on the way to San Francisco 
where thcv will bo submitted to further 
test. Indeed, the existence of gold- 
bearing quartz at Takou has been 
clearly demonstrated. The only ques- 
tion that remains to be determined is 

. the character of the veins. Are they 
true iissure veins, or are thoy nieroiy 
spurs'? If the former, Alaska Territory 
(and perhaps tho wliolo British Co- 
lumbia coast line) will immediately 
awaken from its slumber of ages ant! 
take its place among tiio principal goK! 
producing sections of the earth. If 
the latter, an end will bo soon reached 
and the bright dreams of "Dl'tch 
GeoROE" and bis fellow )irospect- 
ors speedily dissipated, and tho 
Aladdin's Palace their iuniginations 
have already reared will vanish into 
thin air. To test and determine the 
value of the new ledges will require an 
outlay of much capital and time, and 
the exercise of the cardinal virtue 
patience. The qMartz veins of Takou 
■will, doulnli'.s.s, I/O found to extend into 
the Cas.'jiar district, which lies in Can- 
adian territory. Takou river, from 
which the diggings take their name, 
rises in British territory, and for only 
30 raile« of its length courses througli 
the Alaskan or American possrssion.-s. 
The importaiict; of these new mines to 
Victoria will be found in the trade 
thev will bring to swell thii coflers of 
our morchauiB. The adinirable situ- 
ation of this port for coast traffic is ac 
knowledged, and as tli« mineral, fo.>sil 
and tish wealth of the north western 
coast is opened out Victoria should 
grow and pros|) t beyond all precedent. 
No comliination of circunistances can 
changH her commandiiit; geogrnphioal 
position; and as she will always control 
the coast trade her importance as a 
commercial entrepot. can never he suc- 
cessfully a.isailed. Ail Victorians have 
got to do is" to repose faith and conli- 
deuce in their future, to be enterpris- 
ing and vigilant; to which closely the 
development of the country's resources; 
to be Hver on the alert to take ad- 
•yaijtago of every opening that may 
offer, and the future permanency of 
their city will be secured beyond the 
shadow of a doubt.

Tho shabby trRatmenfc the Douglas 
memorial committee are receiving at 
the hands of the Premier is generally con 
domned. A more appropriate spot 
for the erection of the memorial than 
the lawn in front of the governinont 
•.buildings could not be found. It is 
the only place in Or near the Capital 
where the shaft which is intended to 
memorialize the man who fountled tho 
province and the future great metro- 
polis of the British Pacific should bo 
placed. Public opinion is pronounced 
in favor of the square; but the Premier, 
to gratify, wo fear, a feeling of private 
resentment against a member of the 
.dead statesman's family, declines to ac- 
cede to the d<;mand. In a communica- 
tion which was read before the commit- 
tee on Tuesday ^Nlr. ^^^VLKEM explained 
that he could not authorize the use of 
the square for tho purpose without first 
haying obtained the sanction of the 
legislature. This statement is, to use 
the mildest expression admissable, a 
^I'BU^ter^ugejto whiohMr. VVALKEMshould 
\ blush',' tb resort. He has the fullest 
power. Every one knows that who 
knows anything. He may deal with 
the square as he sees (it. Of course, ho 
is responsible to the legislature in the 
endjvbut who among the 25 members 
would' venture to question the pro- 
priety of an act which the popular voice 
has approved in advance and for which 
there ia abundant precedent. The great- 
est jjossible liberty has boon taken 
with the square by this government. 
In one year $36,000 was expended in 
enlarging tBe buildings and draining 
an^ beaotifying the grounds, and the 
only action the House was asked to 
take was to go through the form of 
voting the money after it had been 
spent. The dt^aire of the government is 
said to he to banish the shaft to Beacon 
Hill, where it would soon fall a prey to 
relic hunters or serve as a mark for the 
aim of ithful pothunters. The com- 
mittee .iiiould insist upon space being 
allotcd in the square, and if tlie govern- 
ment should continue stifliiecked and 
perverse on tho subject, the committee 
. .*!stfo)lld Ijox the obelisk and it'wait the 
■advent'to power of a premier who will 
tv.,nbballow his private feelings to inter 
f^fH; with the discharge of his public 
- duties.

Tho effect of s;u'h an arrangomont 
would be to place tho coal lands in the 
- province in the hands of foreigners at 
whose mercy the Canadian Pacific and the 
Imperial Navy would then be for their 
coal supply.

Young trees of all kinds 
Buflfored severely ; but the havno among 
cherries was greater than among any oOut 
varieties of fruit trees. Hunilredaof ma- 
ture cherry trees are slowly dying — bleed- 
ing to death, and in some of the orchards 
every third tree will have to bo replaced 
in the fall.
